Nearly 2,000 palients were in the 


hospital and it was feared a num- 
ber of them were buried under the 
debris. A ward housing male pa- 
tients was completely destroyed. 


The raid—the first on London In 


four nights and the third .attack 
this rnonlh—slarted about 1 a.m., 
and lasled for an hour. Al least 17 
enemy planes were reported 
shot 


down. 


Fireman and air raid workers 


quickly extinguished Ihe fire at the 
hospital and rescue squads worked 
through Ihe night hours seeking viv- 
.ims.' 


Some Of Ihe extricated patients 


were injured badly. 


All lold five wards were dam- 


aged seriously by. lire in addilion to 
two wrecked by the blast. Several 
nearby collages also were damaged 
by the explosion.

saw women work so pluckily to get 
palienls away," he added.

Nearly 2,000 palients were in the 


hospital and it was feared a num- 
ber of them were buried under the 
debris. A ward housing male pa- 
tients was completely destroyed. 


The raid—the first on London In 


four nights and the third .attack 
this rnonlh—slarted about 1 a.m., 
and lasled for an hour. Al least 17 
enemy planes were reported 
shot 


down. 


Fireman and air raid workers 


quickly extinguished Ihe fire at the 
hospital and rescue squads worked 
through Ihe night hours seeking viv- 
.ims.' 


Some Of Ihe extricated patients 


were injured badly. 


All lold five wards were dam- 


aged seriously by. lire in addilion to 
two wrecked by the blast. Several 
nearby collages also were damaged 
by the explosion.

Coupons Go 
at 50c Each

Washington, April 20 —(/P)—Con- 


gress was told by un-OPA official 
today thlil1 with "hot" C 'coupons- 
bringing 50 cents each and illegal 
transactions draining off un csti- 
malcd 2,500,000 gallons daily, black 
market operations soon may force 
a reduction in civilian gasoline ra- 
tions.

Polier, director of gasoline ration- 
ing enforcement for the Office of 
Price Administration, in a digest of 
black market operations prepared 
for a House interstate sub-commit- 
tee investigaling the gasoline sil- 
ualion. 


"The black market In gasoline is 


already dangerous," Polier's mem- 
orandum said, "bul if allowed

The 2,500,000 gallons of gasoline 


which Polier said is Ihe daily "trbi- 
ulc" to "the thieves and counter- 
feiters who steal, print

out coupons" would increase "A" 
rations by 30 miles, a months or 
boost the top limit for "B" rations
